This was a day of high expeétations ; and it 
ended in mortifying difappointment! At eight 
the avenues werecrowded; and when the doors 
were opened, the confufion natural to fuch a 
feene took place: the front row of the Peereffes 
‘gallery was completely filled in lefs than a mi- 
Siute. Lady Belmour again refumed her fta- 
tion, and had the preference of her feat, which 
fhe afterwatds very politely refigned to the 
Duchels of Portland. The Duchefs of Gor- 
don, and Lady Walfingham, with their four 
lovely daughters, were toolate ; and therefore 


‘to the fcene. The ‘tenerable Duchels of Bed- 
ford, with Mrs. Sheridan, were in the Duke of 
Newcaftle’s box. In the Managers box were 
‘ Sir J. Reynolds, Mr. Gibbon, Sir J. Skinner, 


of fatellites. At 12 the Managers entered. The 
proceflian moved into the Court at half after 
12. Judges xz, Minor Peers 7, Barons 42, 
Bifhops 12, Vifcounts, Earls and Marquiffes 
51, Dukes 6, Archbifhop of York, Earl Ba- 
thurft as Speaker, and two Royal Dukes, with 
the Prince of Wales.

Francis Macklery, Efq; made the ufual pro- 
elamation for'Mr. Haftings to come forth ; im- 
mediately after which, before the prifoner came 
into Court, Earl Bathurft faid, ‘* Mr. Haftings, 
you inay rife.” This flender miftake dccafioned 
a violent burft of laughter. At the clofe of the 
fecond proclamation, Earl Bathurtt faid, ‘* Gen- 
tlemen of the Houfe of Commons, you are 
called upon to make good your charges againft 
the prifoner.” 

Mr. Sheridan addreffed their Lordthips to the 
following effect: That having, fo far as he had 
advanced, endeavoured to prove the avarice 
and criminality of Mr. Haftings, he apprehended 
it would be needlefs to recapitulate the argue 
ments which he had ufed the preceding day. 
He thought that they were fo fufficiently fub- 
ftantiated as to remove any doubt of con- 
vidtion from the moft inattentive auditor. 

Mr. Sheridan then examined and compared 
the tranfa@ions in December 1781, with the 
papers and evidence which had been brought 
forward; and argued flrongly againft the im- 
propriety and abfurdity of the evafions which 
had been adopted, to cover the multitude of Mr. 
“Haftings’s offences. 

With regard to the bufinefs of Chunar, and 
‘thofe affertions of Sir Elijah Impey connected 
with it, he would, to the plaineft capacity, 
overturn the whole fiction. It was engendered 


Sir Elijah Impey and his friends had affirmed,

With regard to the’ refumption of the jag- 
hires, or landed pronerfy of the Begums, it 
reflected the greatel obloquy. upon Mr, Haf- 
tings.

Haftings had been complied with. ‘The’articie 
affecting private property, feeured by public

had at tifis time (in 1782) gone into, the king- 
dom of Oude, ignorant of what had happened 
fince the death of Sujah Dowla, that man who 
with a favage heart had ftill great lines of cha- 
racter, and who, with all his ferocity in war, 
chad ftill with a cultivating hand preferved to his 
country the riches which it derived from be- 
nignant fkies, and a prolific foil—If this 
ftranger, ignorant of all that had happened in 
the fhort interval, and obferving the wide and 
general devafiation, and all the horrors of the 
fcette—of plains unclothed and brown—of ve- 
getation burnt up and extinguifhed—of villages 
depopulated and in ruin—of temples unroofed 
and perifhing—of refervoirs broken down and 
dry—he would naturally enquire, “What war has 
thus laid waite the fertile fields of this once 
beautiful and opulent country ?—What civil dif- 
fenfions have happened thus to tear afunder 
and feparate the happy focieties that once pof- 
feffed thofe villages ’—What difputed fucceffion 
‘what religious rage has, with unholy vio- 
Jence, demolifhed,thofe temples, and difturbed 
fervent but unobtruding piety in the exercife of 
its duties? What mercilefs enemy has thus 
fpread the horrors of fire and fword?— What fe- 
vere vifitation of Providence has thus dried up 
the fountains, and taken from. the face of the 
earth every veltige of green?

Providence, which, while it feourged for the 
moment,-cut off the fources of refufcitation—

‘this has‘been accomplifhed by the friendthip, | 


generofity and kindnefs of the Englifh nation— 
They have embraced us with: their protecting 
arms—~and lo! thefejare: the fruits of their al- 
Jiance. What then, fhail we be told, that, 
under fuch circumfiances, the exafperated feel- 


onto clamour and refiftance, were’ excited by 
the poor and feeble influence of the Begums! 
When we hear from Capt. Naylor, the defcrip- 
tion that he gives of the paroxyfm, fever, and 
delitium; into which defpair had thrown the

Providence to avenge the wrongs of their coun- 
try, will it be faid that all this was brought 
about by the incantations of thefe-Begums in 
their fecluded Zenana? or that they could in- 
fpire this enthufiafm and this defpair into the 


had faffered no torture? What motive then 
could have fuch\influence in their bofoms? 
What motive! That which Nature, the com- 
‘mon parent, plants inithe bofom of man, and 
which, though it may be lefs active im the In- 
dian. than in the Englifhman, is ftill congenial 
with and makes a part of his being—That feel- 
ing which tells him, that man was never made 
to be the property of man; but that when, in 
the pride and infolence of power, one human 
ereature dares to tyrannize over another, it isa 
power ufurped, and refiftance isa duty—That 
feeling which tells him that all power is dele- 
gated for the good, not for the injury o€ the 


— ——r— 


people ; and that when it.is converted from the. 


original purpofe ; the compact is broken, and 
the power is to be refumed—That principle 
which tells him, that refiftance to power ufurped 
is not*merely a duty which he owes to himfelf 
and to bis neighbour, bat a duty which he owes 
to his God in afferting and maintaining the 
rank which he gave him in his creation—to 
that common God, who, where he gives the 
form of man, whatever may be the complexion, 
gives alfo the feelings and the rights of man— 
That principle, which neither the rudenefs 
of ignorance can ftifle, nor the enervation of 
refinement extinguifh!—That principle which 
makes it bafe for a man to fuffer when he 
ought to aét; which, tending to preterve 
to the fpecies the original defignations of Pro- 
vidence, fpurns at the arrogant diflin@tions 
of man, and vindicates the independent qua- 
lity of hisrace.” He faid, that it bad been a 
practice with Mr, Haftings to hold himfelf out 
as a preternatural being, gifted with good for- 
tune, or elfe the peculiar favourite of Heaven, 
and that Providence never failed to take up and 
carry, by wife but hidden means, every project 
of his to itsdettined end. In this blafphemous 
way did the prifoner atthe bar libel the courfe 
of Providence. Thus, according to him, when 


his corruptions and briberies were on the eve of 
expofure, Providence infpired the heart of 


Nunducomar to commit.a low, bafe crime, in 
order to fave Mr. Haftings from ruin. Thus 
alfo, when in ‘bis attempts on Cheyt Sing, and 
his plunder of the Begums, Providence ttepped 
in, and infpired the one with refiftance, and 
the other with rebellion, to forward his pur- 
pofes. 
forth as a man, not only the favourite of Pro- 
vidence, but as one for whofe fake Providence 
departed from the eternal courfe of its own 
wife difpenfations. Thus did he prefume to 


fay, that he was honoured and aflifted in the 


adminiftration of .office by. infpired felonies, 
heaven- born crimes, and providen’ial treafons ; 
arraigning that--Providence, whofe works are 
goodnefs, and whofe ways are right. 

It feemed through the whole of his defence 
upon this charge, that Mr. Haftings, fenfible 
that truth would undo him, thought that falfe- 
hood of any nature would ferve his turn. In 
this view he had drawn together a fet of falfe- 
hoods without confiftency and without~con- 
nection, not knowing, or not remembering, that 
there is nothing which requires fo. much care in 
the fabrication asa fyftem of lies. The feries 
matt be regnlar and unbroken ; but his falfhocds 
were eternally at variance, and demolifhed one 
another. Indeed, in ‘all his condud, he feemed 
to be actuated but by one principle, to do 
things contrary ‘to the eftablifhed form. His 
architecture militatéd againft the firft principles 
of thé art. He began with the frieze and the ca- 
pital, and laidthe bafe of the column at the top. 
Thus having bis houfe turned upfide down; he 
plumed himfelf on the novelty of his idea, till it 
came tumbling about his ears. His fortification 
was equal to his’ archite¢ture. He raifed a 
rampart ona fpot which the enemy might com- 
mand; he turned his cannon upon himfelf; 
he meant to furround himfelf with a foffe, 
but left an opening for the affailant. He 
built on a precipice, and encamped on a 
mine. 

Perhapsit might be faid, that that guilt could 
not be great, where the veil with which it was 
covered was fotbin. He was not of this opi- 
nion. His honovrable and exalted friend, who 
had opened generally to their Lordfhips the ar- 
ticles of impeachment, and whofe name he never 
could mention but with the refpe@ and ad mira- 
tion dive to his virtue and talents— whofe proud 
difdain of vice could only be equalled by the 
ability with which he corrected it;.whofe elo- 


quence was not tranfitory, as happily there- 


were portions of itthat would be felt and ad- 
mired, when all-of the affembly then prefent 
would be mute, and mof of them forgotten— 


Thus did he arrogantly hold. himfelf 
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‘his Hon. Friend had faidin opening the charges™ 
‘* that there was fomething in the nature and 
confermation of vice, which made it inconfitt- 
ent with prudence.” Hecould nct agreeimpli- 


citly with his Hon. Friend in this fentiment. If 
the true definition of prudence were the difcreet 
management and condudt of a purpofe to its 
fueceisful end, he thought he could imagine to 
himfelf inftances in which this fpecies of pra- 
dence might be difcovered in minds diftinguifh- 
ed by the atrocity of their a@s. When he 
obferved the adtions of a Philip of Macedon, 
of a Cxfar, of aCromwell, he could perceive 
great guilt, fuccefsfully condu@ed to its end, 
if not by legitimate prudence, at leaft by con- 
fummaate craft. It was therefore his opinion, 
that the dodtrine of his Hon. Friend held true 
only in thofe minds which Gould not be fatisfied 
with the indulgence of a fingle crime; where, 
inftead-of one bafe mafter-paffion having the 
complete {way, to which all the faculties were 
fubjeét, and on which alone the mind was bent, 
there was a combuftion and rivalry among a 
number of bad paffions; where pride, vanity, 
avarice, luft of power, crnelty, and fo forth, 
all at once adinated the human foul, and dif- 
tractedits functions ; all of them clamouring for 
deftruction, and each, in its awn barbarous jar- 
gon, preferring its claim; all diffonant and 
tumultaous; all of them ftruggling for pre- 
eminence, and each counteracting the other. In 
fuch a mind, undoubtedly, great crimes could 
not beaccompanied by prudence. There wasa 
fortunate difability, occafioned by the conten- 
tion, that refeued the human fpecies from the 
villainy of the intention. Such was the ori- 
ginal denunciation of nature. Not fo was. it 
with the pure paffions. In the breaft where 
they refided, the harmony wasneverinterrupted. 
by the number, A perfe€@ and fubfantial 
agreement gave ag acceflion of vigour to each, 
and fpreading their influence in every direction, 


like the divine intelligence and benignity from 


which they flowed, all of them filling their fe- 
veralfpaces, fone in their larger, fome in their 
more. contracted, orbits, moving by fweet con- 
fent in their allotted place—they fecured true 
glory and happinefs to the individual by whom 
they were. poffeffed, and extended it to the 
community of which he wasa Member,

HE Emprefs of Ruffia is not a 
little offended with our Court, 
for afferting, fome weeks.ago, 
in the London Gazette, that 
her Ambaflador at Conftanti-

‘is otherwife. The Ruffian Minifer is not 
yet, releafed. It, ig probable that fome fort 
of promife, or affurance, was made to our 
Ambaffador (and at the fame time to the 


French Ambaflador, who alfo foticited his 
enlargement), that he fhould be. rcleafed. 
But ifvit was fo, the Dican afterwards 


altered their minds; for he is ftill in the 
Seven Towers. A late Peterfburgh Gazette, 
eontradias the London Gazette in this affair in 
wcry harfh and indignant terms. 

Letters from Conttantinople fay, that the 
prime Minilter of the Ottoman Empire, who 
is, marching towards Sophie with 100,000 men, 
was preceded a few days by the Aga of the Ja- 
njfaries with 60,000 men. The Captain Pacha 
failed the roth of March with the fleet and 
troops.deflined for the invafion of the Crimea; 
fo that towards the middle of May the troops 
were expected to be in a¢tion from Cherfon to 
Belgrade.

the Newfoundland bill, &c. &c.

The order of the day being moved, Mr. 
Partuidge proceeded to fum up the arguments 
and evidence in favour of the wool bill; after 
which Mr. Graham replied. 

_ Earl Bathurfi put the queftion, that the bill 
be referred to aCommiittee. When 

Lord Brownlow rofe, and fpoke in favour of 
the bill, 

Larl Fitzwilliam fMowed him in a fpeech of 
fome length, in which he contended, that it 
was the daty of the legiflature to guard the in- 
tereft of the manvfaétories of the kingdom; 
becaufe they were the fource of the power and 
influence of the country. 

Lord Hapetoun contended that the bill was 
unneceflary, in point of regulation ; unconfli- 
tutional, in point of law ; and that it would 
be attended with circumftances of cruelty to- 
wards the farmers and wool growers, a race of 
men that was the fupport and vital part of 
the nation. His Lordfhip fpoke with uncom- 
mon energy and effedt. ; 

The Earl of Kinnoul fpoke in favour of the 
bill ; but that part of his fpeech which was pe- 
culiarly attended to, was a recommendation 
that the land-holders and manufacturers fhould 
make acomnion caufe, and by mutual fervices 
endeavour to render the manufadtures of 
the kingdom fupervior to every part of the 
world. 

Lord Hawkefbury faid-a few words in favour
